BISHOP'S ADDRESS—1914-1915.

I have made no visitations for more tha twelve months and there is 
nothing of that kind to report. I have only been able to learn how, under 
the direction of the Bishop Coadjutor and largely through his personal 
exertions, the work of the Diocese has gone on uninterruptedly and suc- 
cessfully. Thank God for the hand at the helm in our hour of need. 

I have availed myself of the kind and thoughtful request of the 
Standing Committee to consider myself relieved from all work for a 
year’s time. The result has been that after fully diagnosing the case: 
under skillful physician’s here and elsewhere, I have with great regret, 
reached the conclusion that I have reached the limit of the work the: 
good Lord has assigned me, and I have therefore placed the resignation 
of my jurisdiction in the hands of the Presiding Bishop. He informs. 
me that except under special pressure it will take until April 16th, to: 
consummate my purpose. This will allow ample time to arrange and ad-- 
just all Diocesan matters. In the meantime, the Coadjutor can administer 
the Diocese. 

One matter, however, must be attended to at once. I desire to sur- 
render eight hundred dollars of my salary in favor of the Bishop Coadju- 
tor. He does the work, he has the responsibility and three hundred 
dollars a month is little enough compensation, especially as his travelling 
expenses, from five to seven hundred dollars per annum, have to come out 
of it. With twelve hundred dollars a year and the Episcopal residence 
the Bishop is very handsomely provided for. It is with devout gratitude: 
to God that I turn over the Diocese to the efficient and acceptable hands: 
of the Bishop Coadjutor. 


These statements thus frankly made contain many suggestions which 
I have not the courage to pursue, nor have I the strength to follow up 
the sentiments involved. As I look back upon thirty-seven years of im- 
perfect service I can but pray the good Lord to accept it all. 
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I thank the Diocese for these thirty-seven years of uninterrupted and 
loyal consideration, affection and constant partial appreciation. 
May the good Lord bless you every one.

Bishop Gravatt then read his annual report as follows: 

It has been my custom to submit to the Council only my Journal of 
work done and official acts performed during the year, but since the last 
Council the physical disability of the Bishop of the Diocese has pre- 
vented his being in close touch with the affairs of the Diocese and it 
is at his request that I present to this Council the information required 
by the Canons of the Church. 

I know it will be a matter of gratification to you to hear that the work 
is in a most encouraging condition. There have been but few inter- 
ruptions in either Parishes, or Missions by removal of clergymen;—indeed, 
only two during the past year. There has been only one vacancy in the 
Missionary field, and at the present all but one is filled. The interest 
with which Diocesan assessment have been met has been most noticeable. 

The total amount assessed for Diocesan Missions on all our Parishes and 
Missions is $4,746. This year over $5.000 has been paid. This is most 
encouraging, but I feel I must call your attention to the actual condition 
of affairs, which I do not believe the Diocese fully understands. With 
all stipends paid up to the first of June and with a balance of............ 
in the treasury, we have to remember this balance is all we have to 
meet payments with until, possibly December, and the Treasurer has not 
enough to meet the payments in July. You will remember the amount 
assessed for Diocesan Missions is $4,746, while in round numbers it 
takes about $10,000 to support the Missionary work as at present al- 
ranged. which you will see leaves a deficit of $5,254. This deficit in 
the past has been made up by what the Bishop has called the “‘Sustentation 
Fund,’ which has been raised by appeals to individuals, who have always 
given a generous response, but you must realize the most willing and 
generous will grow weary, in time. Nor does it seem fair that the few 
should bear what should be shared by many in some systematic, busi- 
ness like plan of the Diocese. Under our present system, we care for 
the established places, but have nothing to meet the earnest call of new: 
and growing places, which with a little help, would in time become self-. 
supporting and add numerical and financial strength to the Diocese. I 
make no suggestion but call the attention of the Council to the fact and: 
leave it for your consideration. 

It will also be gratifying for you to hear that the confirmations have 
been unusually large, due to several causes. The faithful, earnest work 
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of the clergy and laity, and also to the changed conditions, I may say, 
in the world, at the present time. For some years our country passed 
through an era of great prosperity and the minds of the people were 
largely given up to material things, with the rapid accumulation of 
wealth and, perhaps, the natural desire to enjoy what had been ac- 
quired but little time was left to devote to spiritual things, but in the 
time of depression, a halt has been called and a steadying influence has 
been at work and more serious things have been thought of. The re- 
sult has been a deeper interest in the Church and resulted in unusually 
large confirmations everywhere. 

The Church Pension Fund will have to come before this Council for 
serious consideration. There are grave difficulties to work out in this 
matter. Perhaps the most important is how to provide for the premiums 
on the stipends of the clergy in the Missionary fields. While I recognize 
this, yet I am convinced of the necessity of adopting the system, for 
these among other reasons. First, enough Dioceses have already agreed 
to go into it to insure its being put into operation. When it is done we 
could not hope to keep the churches or missions of the Diocese supplied, 
or if supplied only with men who are not wanted elsewhere. To say we 
cannot hope to hold the men is no reflection on them, for the work in 
other Dioceses is just as large and just as important as our own, they 
are not only provided with a stipend, but when the pension system has 
been adopted, should they become disabled at any time of life, provision 
is made for them, and in old age, they will be enabled to retire knowing 
at their death their families will be provided for. This plan adds no 
money consideration to be enjoyed during health or youth, but is does 
hold out the hope of relief in case of disability or advanced age that they 
or their families will not be a burden and care to the church. 

The second reason I would suggest is: The Church needs more young 
men in the ministry and I am convinced there are men of ability in our 
colleges and Universities, who give the ministry serious thought, who 
would be willing to give themselves to it, and be willing to make any 
sacrifice themselves, but they cannot face the possibility of breaking down, 
being disabled, an object of charity, or in old age with nothing for 
their dependent families, to be a care on the church. This system prom- 
ises relief in both these difficulties and I believe the ranks of the min- 
istrv will be recruited with some of our best young men. I hope the 
Council will consent to setting aside Thursday afternoon for the con- 
sideration of this matter. 

Most of you, I suppose, have heard of the Church School for Girls to” 
be opened in September by Miss Mamie Pendleton Duval. Miss Duval 
has been the principal for 16 years of Stuart Hall, Staunton, Virginia, 
she brings to St. Hilla’s Hall, the new school, the experience of her life 
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at Stuart Hall, and will have with her a large number of her faculty. 
She has purchased Powhatan College in Charles Town, for this school, 
and has had it greatly improved. and will have it thoroughly equipped 
for a first class school. The location is ideal, the climate is good, the 
scenery beautiful, and it is near enough to offer the advantages of Wash- 
ington and Baltimore without the disadvantages of a large city for a 
school. The Diocese is in no way involved financially, while it gets 
all the benefits of a school of the highest standard. This I trust will 
make the Diocese recognize its responsibility to it in doing all it can to 
make it a success and in every way to encourage Miss Duval. 

The Council last June considered the question of entering the third 
Province and after a full consideration of the matter decided against 
becoming a part of the Province. I have recently received a most cordial 
letter from the President of the Third Province expressing the hope that 
the Diocese will now enter. I will at the proper time submit the letter 
and leave the matter to your judgment, 

The General Convention in New York adopted resolutions, about a 
Nation-wide Preaching Missions. The report of the Committee ap- 
pointed at that time, is now before the Church. I will lay their report 
before vou and ask that you give it your earnest consideration. 

Since the Council met last, three of the Bishops of the Church have 
passed to their reward.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


Your Committee on Education begs leave to report that it has continued 
in its efforts to bring about an increase in the Diocesan Offerings for 
Religious and Theological Education of West Virginia Students receiving 
-aid from the Virginia Education Society. According to the resolution 
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adopted at the last session of Council, every member of the clergy in 
the Diocese was notified a week in advance that an announcement should 
be made on the Sunday before Ash Wednesday of an offering to be taken 
for this purpose on Ash Wednesday and on as many days in Lent as 
feasible. 

The results have splendidly justified the means. During the year end- 
ing April 30th, 1914, the number of parishes and missions contributing 
to this fund was 28, and the amount realized $229.85; whereas during the 
past fiscal year 24 places contributed $421.48, almost doubling the amount 
of last year, and nearly reaching the sum asked for. 

If all the congregations that gave nothing, some of them in strong 
places, had done as well proportionately, the desired minimum ($500.00) 
would have been more than reached. Then there were some misunder- 
standings. For example, one parish had been in the habit of sending 
the- Ash Wednesday offering to the General Clergy Relief Fund, and its 
Treasurer, not knowing of the appeal, did so again this time, Next year, 
however, it is hoped that all will understand the object of the call, when 
the resolutions adopted at the last session will again be put into effect. 
Let us remember our obligation toward the Society which in the past 
has never been sufficiently repaid for its aid in the education of our 
Theological Students. 

But there is another phase of the subject which your Committee de- 
sires to place before you at this time, namely, the Call of the Ministry. 
An editorial in the May number of “The Spirit of Missions,’ after re- 
ferring to the tremendous problems confronting the warring nations of 
Europe with regard to the necessity of providing officers for their armies,. 
bas this to say: “Much the same problem, with even greater seriousness, 
confronts the Christian Church—-with greater seriousness because, while 
the patriotic spirit of the nations at war moves men to offer for service,. 
there is not among our Christian young men a like realization of the 
large opportunity and supreme need voiced today by the call to the min- 
istry.” 

This is certainly a time when we must find the officers and enlist the 
army for a world campaign for Christ. The urgency of this need is: 
pressed upon us from every side. In a report of the commencement 
exercises held last week at the Theological Seminary at Alexandria stress 
is laid upon the small number of the graduating class although the 
number of students is the largest in 50 years. It is stated that new 
material for its ministry is one of the problems confronting our Church, 
as it is one of the leading and vital problems agitating all the denomi- 
nations. The theme was touched and dwelt upon in the addresses that 
were delivered at this particular commencement, 

Your Committee is of the opinion that this subject should be brought: 
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more directly and emphatically to the knowledge of all our people, and 
would therefore offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved: That the clergy of this Diocese address their congregations 
at least once a year, preferably on Quinquagesima Sunday, third Sunday 
in Advent, on the subject matter of the call to the ministry; and 

Resolved: That on the same day the Superintendents of our Sunday 
School draw the attention of ther pupils to this vital subject, demon- 
strating in an attractive way to the boys and young men of our schools 
the great privilege and opportunity of serving the world by becoming 
ministers of the Lord Jesus Christ.

GENTLEMEN:—Bishop Gravatt may have informed you of my intention 
of opening a school for girls in your Diocese at Charles Town. The 
plans lave been made with the knowledge and approval of the Bishops, 
and I here ask for the co-operation of your Council. ; 

The Institution is to be known as St. Hilda’s Hall, and I purpose to 
build up a school whose standards of character and education shall be of 
the highest. The curriculum has been approved by a Bryn Mawr pro- 
fessor, and varies little from that which I have tested in my former 
school, Stuart Hall.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS AND INFORMATION 
SENT DOWN TO THIS DIOCESE BY THE GENERAL 
CONVENTION, P. 36. 


Your Committee appointed by the Chair at the last Council to consider 
resolutions and information of the last General Convention, as found on 
pages 36, 37 and 38 of Journal 1914— 

Repert that the Resolution to change the Constitution of this Church 
by striking out Sec. 3 of Article I, and in lieu thereof to insert an 
article by which the Presiding Bishop of the House of Bishops shall 
henceforth be elected by the General Convention, would in the judgment 
of your Committee if adopted be unfair and revolutionary, and a real 
disadvantage to the welfare and best interests of this Church. In the 
light of precedence, and the history of the General Convention for at 
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least a century and a quarter, your committee can only conclude that the 
proposed mode of electing the Presiding Bishop instead of the old and 
very Satisfactory way of succession to the office, should, like the walls 
of Jericho, fall to the ground. Therefore we urge this Council to adopt 
the following: Resolved that the Diocese of West Virginia does not con- 
cur in the change proposed by the General Convention to Section 3 of 
Article I. of the Constitution of this Church. 

The further change proposed by the Convention that hereafter the 
Triennial Convention shall meet Wednesday after the first Sunday in 
October is plausible, and we therefore recommend that this Council con- 
cur in the proposed change, as in the amended Sec. 7 of the General 
Convention. 

The recommendation of the General Convention to change the trial of 
Presbyters and Deacons by adding the words ‘Provided, however, etc.,” 
seems well considered and your Committee recommends the adoption of 
the proposed change. 

Your Committee accepts the proposed change in Article X. of the Con- 
stitution, giving the General Convention at any meeting authority to 
amend the Table of Lessons, Proper Psalms and Selection of Psalms. We 
recommend that this Council adopt the change. Furthermore your Com- 
mittee recommends that this Council adopt the General Corivention’s re- 
port and plan of uniform registration of Communicants, etc., as printed 
on pages 38 and 39 of West Virginia Journal for 1914.

The order of the day was the consideration of the question 
of entering the Province of Washington. 


The Rey. Mr. Magee made the majority report: 
Your Committee on the advisability of the Diocese of West Virginia 
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joining the Province of Washington first took into consideration of the 
following facts: 

1. That the wisdom of the Council last year was adverse to going into 
the Province at that time and that the conditions are not changed at 
the present. 

2. The necessity of Diocesan development. The assessment of Dio- 
cesan missions last year amounted to about $4,700. At the present time 
there is need of about $10,000. The difference of about $5,300 is being 
made up by private subscriptions, of which we have no assurance of 
continuance, ' ; 

38. West Virginia is one. of the comparatively few dioceses meeting 
apportionments for General Missions and not more than three in the 
Provinee of Washington met their’s last year. 

Yet the Province voted to raise $500,000.00 more for all mission work, 
and, in spite of the fact that West Virginia is not in the Province, it 
made a request of the Diocese to contribute $6,000.00 of this amount that 
they had promised. 

In view of the fact that the parishes are unable to cope with the 
situation in the Diocese without the help of $5,300 from private indi- 
viduals we feel that it would be impossible to assume further obligations 
along these lines. 

Further—the matter contained in the letter read by the Chancellor of 
the Diocese yesterday afternoon brings home to us the fact that the time 
is not far distant when it will be necessary and imperative for us to 
raise considerably more money for the Episcopal and Contingent Fund 
since it will be impossible for one bishop to do the work which would 
well tax the strength of two. 

We therefore recommend that the Diocese of West Virginia do not 
join the Province of Washington. |

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Whereas, The Woman’s Auxiliary, which has always so nobly assisted 
us in meeting our Diocesan obligations, would be greatly encouraged by 
belonging to the Provincial Branch. 

Resolved, That the Diocese of West Virginia do at this time decide to 
join the Province of Washington. 


The Rev. Dr. Moore moved that the minority report be adopted. 

The Rev. J. T. Carter moved that the minority report by laid 
on the table. This motion was adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Moore then.moved that the majority report be 
laid upon the table. Adopted. 

The Rev. Mr. Beavin, of the Committee on the resolution to 
consolidate the Financial Boards of the Diocese, reported as fol- 


lows: ; 

Whereas, The Committee appointed to consider the motion presented 
by Mr. Robert Lee Boyd, ‘praying for ‘“‘the consolidation of the financial 
affairs of the Diocese under the management of one board” and asking 
that a canon be prepared to meet the requirements of such an action, 
realizes that a proposal of such importance should be neither accepted 
nor rejected without due and deliberate consideration, 

Therefore, The Committee requests the President of this Council to ap- 
point a Committee of not more than five—so chosen that it will be 
possible for them to meet easily—to consider the matter in all its phases, 
to define the duties and powers of the proposed board—if it should act 
favorably, and to prepare a resolution to be presented to the Council 
next year, giving the reasons for its action and the results of its deliber- 
etions.

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Mr. B. M. Ambler submitted this report and resignation. 


On motion the resignation was accepted with grateful appre- 
elation of Mr. Ambler’s Jong, faithful and efficient services. 


To the Council of the Protestant Episcopal Church in session at Park- 

ersburg, West Virginia, June 9th, 1915. 

After a service of nearly fifteen years as one of the Trustees of the 
Permanent Fund of this Diocese, I beg to resign my position as such 
Trustee, and respectfully decline to be re-elected. 

The accounts of the Trustees up to the 15th day of May ultimo 
have been printed and presented to the Council and as soon as the ac-: 
counts shall have been audited, I beg to be relieved of all responsibility 
on that account. 

Thirteen years ago, at a session of the Council held at Parkersburg, 
after some discussion as to the safest plan for protecting the Permanent 
Fund, the Trustees then consisting of Mr. R. M. Browne, Mr. H. H. Moss 
and myself recommended that a Trust Co. or Fidelity Co. of West Virginia 
be made Trustee of the fund. 

(See Council Journal for 1902, p. 46.) 

And thereupon, the Council passed the following: 

“Resolved, That the Trustees of the Permanent Fund be authorized 
to appoint the Central Banking & Security Co. of Parkersburg, as Treas- 
urer and collector of said fund.” 

From that time forth, all the funds have been kept by that Company as 
shown by annual reports, without. charge or cost and it is a pleasure 
to bear testimony to the fidelity, consideration and courtesy with which 
the Company has helped us in every way and looked after the interests 
of the trust. 


It is proper, however, to say that the management of the funds, in the 
making and changing of investments and in the disbursements, has 
been conducted by the Trustees and the Central Banking & Security Co. 
has been rather the depository of the securities and the receiver and 
collector, than the actual Treasurer, but no loss whatever has occurred 
on that acecount. All of the cash and securities belonging to the fund 
are now in the hands of that Company. 

It will be observed that the actual cash of the fund is $40,837.15, after 
deducting $789.50 of pledges and of voluntary contributions which have 
proved unavailable. :

The reports of the Trustee of the Episcopate and Contingent 
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Fund, and of the Treasurer of the Diocese and Permanent Fund, 
were received and referred to the committee on Episcopal and 
Permanent Fund (See Appendix A.) 

The order of the day was taken up and the Rev Dr. Kennedy 
of the Virginia Seminary, made the following report. It was 
ordered spread upon the minutes. 


REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL SEMINARY IN VIR- 
GINIA. 


The Board of Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Seminary in Virginia 
at its last meeting in November, 1914, directed the faculty of the Semi- 
nary to make an annual report to the diocesan councils of Virginia, South- 
ern Virginia, and West Virginia. The faculty are grateful for this ac- 
tion of the Seminary Board because these annual reports, made to the 
councils and printed in the Journals, will be constant reminders of the 
very close relation between the Seminary and these three dioceses, and be- 
cause they will result in making these relations even closer and more 
helpful. 

It is particularly appropriate that the Seminary should render these 
reports this year, for just one hundred years ago a resolution was intro- 
duced in the council of the diocese of Virginia—then including what is 
now Southern Virginia and West Virginia—which ultimately resulted in 
the establishment of the Virginia Theological Seminary. 

In accordance therefore with the direction of the Board of Trustees 
and with the kind consent of the Bishops of this diocese and of the 
members of this council, the faculty beg leave to submit the following re- 
port: . 

During the session just ending there have been in attendance 50 
students—the largest number, exclusive of the students of the Prepara- 
tory Department, since the civil war. These 50 students come from 21 
dioceses and missionary Jurisdictions as follows: 

Virginia 10, Southern Virginia 9, North Carolina 4, Maryland 4, Ala- 
bama 2, East Carolina 2, Harrisburg 2, Kentucky 2, North Texas 2, West 
Virginia 2, Brazil 1, Idaho 1, Kansas 1, Kyoto 1, Louisiana 1, Mississippi 
1, Pennsylvania 1, Pittsburgh 1,- South Dakota 1, Tennessee 1, Wash- 
ington 1. 

The Alumni of the Seminary and all others who believe in the prin- 
ciples for which it stands will rejoice that its influence extends over 
so large a field. It is their conviction that the old Virginia Seminary 
has an immense service to render today, not only to the dioceses with 
which it is so closely associated, but also to the Church at large. 

The Educational Society of Virginia has aided during the past year

41 students at the Seminary, 4 at William and Mary College, and has 
supplemented the stipends of three Skinner scholarships at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. On account of the increased number of students at 
the Seminary the stipends of the Society have amounted to about $1,500.00 
more than the average for many years past. The total appropriations 
for the year have amounted to about $12,400.00. The Society has been 
obliged to draw on its Reserve Fund to the amount of $1,000.00, and 
has closed the year $600.00 in debt—Making a total deficit of about 
$1,600.00, 

During the past year 9 students have held scholarships at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia on the Skinner Foundaticn. The appointments to these 
scholarships have been made, according to the provisions of the Skinner 
beauest, by the Educational Society. For the next Academic year 16 of 
these scholarships, yielding $250.00 each, are available. Eight appoint- 
ments have been made and there are at present eight vacancies. The 
Educational Society will be glad to receive applications for these scholar- 
ships. The sons of clergymen will be given the preference. Any student 
who receives an appointment for one year may, if his work be satis- 
factory, and if for other reasons it seems wise, continue to hold the 
scholarship for two, three and even four years. 

During the past year the faculty of the Seminary have published a 
Quarterly Bulletin which has been sent free of charge to all Alumni 
and to all Bishops of the Church. The faculty will be glad to send 
the Bulletin to any other of the clergy who are not Alumni, and to any 
laymen who will indicate their desire to receive it. This has been made 
possible for a period ef two years by the generosity of a friend to whom 
the Seminary was already greatly indebted. The faculty hope to make 
the Bulletin a real help to the Alumni and friends of the Seminary by 
keeping them in close touch with life on the Hill, by publishing lectures 
and addresses delivered at the Seminary, and by publishing notices of 
new and useful books as they appear. 

The greatest asset of the Virginia Seminary is, and has always been, 
the warm loyalty of its Alumni and friends. This loyalty is manifested 
in countless ways. As an illustration may be mentioned the fact that 
during the past seven years the Alumni have developed their class organi- 
zations, deepened the corporate spirit of the classes, and, best of all, 
have come into closer touch with the Seminary. One of the practical, 
though minor, results of this has been that during this period of seven 
years past the Alumni have contributed to the Seminary, through the 
“class plaa” alone, about $10,000.00. Most of this has been expended 
by vote of the Alumni Association for improvements on the Hill, a small 
portion of it having been added to the Endowment Fund of the Faculty. 

In conclusion, the faculty are glad to report that the quality of the 
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work of the students during the past year has been good, that the spirit 
of the students has been most admirable, and that, in general, the past 
session has been one of the most satisfactory for many years. 


The Rev. C. B. Mitchell, of the Diocesan Missionary Commit- 
tee, made a statement of the condition of Diocesan Missions, show- 
ine that five thousand dollars a year more were needed for the 
work. 

The Rev. Mr. Crowe moved that the Council go into a com- 
mittee of the whole, immediately after the Chureh Pension Fund 
was considered this afternoon. 

Mr. Jos. C. Brady moved that the Committee on Assessments 
make a report at the time above specified and that the Council 
act upon that. Adopted. 

The Council took a recess until 2:30 P. M. 


Thursday, 2:30 P. M. 

The Bishop ealled the Couneil to order. 

The order of the day was taken ‘up, and Mr. Brady introduced 
Mr. Monell Sayre, who expounded the Church Pension Fund Sys- 
tem as adopted by the General Convention of 1913. For an hour 
he answered questions and a thorough investigation of the sub- 
ject was made. After his address, Mr. J. C. Brady, of the Com- 
mittee, appointed by the Jast Couneil, made the following report, 
including eanons for the working of the system. These canons 
were presented by the Committee on Constitutions and Canons 
and were adopted.as follows: 

The Committee on the Church Pension Fund appointed by the Council 
of this Diocese on June 13th, 1914, reports that the estimated annual 
cost as reported by the actuaries of the Church Pension Fund, will be 
to each Parish and Mission (7%) seven per cent. of the annual stipend, 
plus 16144% as the estimated value of each rectory owned. After careful 
consideration we recommend that the Diocese of West Virginia adopt 
the system of “Church Pension Fund” as proposed by legislation of the 
General Convention of 1913, and further recommend the adoption by this 
Council of Canon No. 8 to be presented by the Committee on Consti- 
tution and Canons.

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CANON 8 OF THE CHURCH PENSION FUND. 


Section I. In conformity with the resolutions adopted by the General 
Convention of 1913, setting forth the principles upon which a pension 
system for the clergy of the Church and their dependents should be 
constructed, pursuant to which the corporation the Church Pension Fund 
has been created to carry these principles into effect, the Diocese of 
‘West Virginia adopts the system of the Church Pension Fund. 

Section [I. The Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese shall appoint, 
annually, a Committee to be entitled The Committee on the Church Pen- 
sien Fund, and to consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. The duties 
of this Committee shall be as follows: 


1. To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fund the canonical] roll 
of the clergy of this Diocese, and of the clergy canonically belonging to 
other dioceses or missionary districts who may be licensed to officiate in 
this Diocese, with a statement of the stipends received by each of said 
clergymen from any pavish, mission, or other ecclesiastical organization 
in this Diocese, 


2. To receive from the Church Pension Fund annually a statement of 
the premiums necessary to be paid by each parish, mission, or other 
ecclesiastical organization in the Diocese, in order that the clergymen 
in receipt of stipends from such parishes, missions, and other ecclesi- 
astical organizations may be entitled respectively to pensions. 

3. To receive from the Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund 
the annual interest accruing on the money held for investment by said 
Trustees when this Canon goes into effect, and to transmit the same to 
the Chureh Pension Fund to be applied as designated on account of the 
premiums necessary to be paid. ; 


4. To inform the duly constituted authorities of each parish or mis- 
sion in the Diocese of the premiums payable by it, and of the time and 
manner of payment thereof. 

5. To elect a Treasurer who may or may not be a member of the said 
Committee, who shall be required to give a bond satisfactory to the 
Commiittee, and whose duty it shall be to receive monthly, from all of the 
parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations in this Diocese, 
the aforesaid premiums and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of 
the Chureh Pension Fund. 

6. To inform the Church Pension Fund from time to time of the 
clergy and the widows and minor orphans of clergy, canonically con- 
nected with this Diocese, who may be entitled to receive pensions from 
the Church Pension Fund. 

7. In general, to inform the clergy and laity of the Diocese of the pen- 
sion system created by the General Convention, and committed by it 
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to the operation of the Church Pension Fund, whereby the clergy of 
the Church are assured of pensions, as of right, to themselves in the 
event of old age, or disability, and to their widows and minor orphans 
in the event of death, and to do all things that may be necessary or 
advisable in the premises to the end that the moneys necessary to be 
paid by the parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations 
may be fully and systematically paid. 

Section III. 1. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee of 
the Diocese to make all necessary arrangements with the Trustees of the 
Episcopal Fund of the Diocese to provide for the annual payment to 
the Committee on the Church Pension Fund of the premiums payable 
on behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese, and also of the Coadjutor Bishop, 
and it shall be the duty of said Trustees to pay said annual premiums 
to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund, 

2. It shall also be the duty of the Finance Committee to make all 
necessary arrangements with the Board of Missions of the Diocese to 
provide for the annual payment to the Committee on the Church Pension 
Fund of the premiums payable on behalf of all clergymen receiving sti- 
pends from said Board, 

3. It shall also be the duty of the Finance Committee to authorize the 
‘Treasurer of the Diocese to pay, annually, to the said Committee on 
the Church Pension Fund the premiums payable on behalf of all other 
clergymen whose stipends are paid directly by the Diocese, and to make 
all necessary arrangements to provide for the cost of such premiums. 

Section [V. It shall be the duty of the Board of Missions of the Dio- 
eese to pay, annually, to the said Committee on the Church Pension 
Fund the premiums payable on behalf of all clergymen receiving stipends 
from said Board. 

Section V. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of the Aged and Infirm 
Clergy to pay, semi-annually, or oftener at their option, to the said 
Committee on the Church Pension Fund, all of the income of the in- 
vestments held by said Trustees, upon the said Trustees of the Aged and 
Infirm Clergy Fund receiving satisfactory assurance from the Church 
Pension Fund that the latter corporation will assume and pay all of the 
annuities paid by the said Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund 
when this Canon goes into effect, and so long as said payments are actu- 
ally made by the Church Pension Fund. 

Section VI. It shall be the duty of every clergyman receiving a sti- 
pend or stipends, and the duty of every parish or mission, in the Diocese 
paying a stipend or stipends, to furnish a statement of such stipend or 
‘stipends to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund whenever said 
Committee shall, in writing, ask for such a statement. 

Section VIII. This Canon shall go into effect when the Secretary of 
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the Council shall receive notification from the Church Pension Fund 
that dioceses, missionary districts, and General Boards or other General 
Institutions of the Church have, by legislation, provided for entering into: 
the pension system of the Church Pension Fund in number sufficient, in 
the opinion of the said Church Pension Fund, to enable its system to go 
into operation; provided, that the number of clergy canonically con- 
nected with said co-operating dioceses or missionary districts, or whose 
stipends are wholly paid by said cooperating Boards or General Institu-— 
tions of the Church, shall be not less than two thousand individuals.

Prayers were said by the Rev. Mr. Merryman. 
Minutes of the previous day were read and approved. 
The Rev. C. B. Mitchell, for the Committee on the State of 
the Church, made the following report: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


The Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to state that the 
reports from the various parishes and missions in the Diocese, show 
a most encouraging condition of affairs, whilst the statement by Bishop 
Gravatt, that with one exception all the parishes and missions in the Dio- 
cese were supplied, is most cheering. 


During the year there have heen confirmed in this Diocese 488 persons, 
against 345 last year, which tells its own story of earnest effort for 
Christ, 

The action of the Assessment Committee and of this Council in making 
an effort to provide income sufficient to meet the actual charges of the 
Missionary Committee, is most encouraging and we feel confident that 
from this manly action, we shall get inspiration and go back to our 
several parishes convinced that we can do all that is required of us. 

The fact that during the past year the Diocese assessment was over- 
paid and that the gifts of the Sunday schools were greater than ever, 
should stir us up to grateful acknowledgment of the SN received 
and urge us to greater achievement. 


Particularly do we wish to express our delight in the acquisition and 
opening of St. Hilda’s Hall by Miss Duval, at Charles Town, as a Dio- 
cesan School for Girls. This meets a need long felt and should receive 
and obtain the hearty cooperation of the clergy and laity to make this 
venture a thorough success, 

We regard with pleasure the largeiy increased number of patients cared 
for in the Sheltering Arms Hospital and the Reynolds Memorial Hos- 
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pital where some thirty-three hundred patients have been cared for during . 
the past year at a cost of over $46,000. At the Sheltering Arms Houspital 
five young women having been in residence two years and passed the 
required examinations, were granted diplomas and graduated May 26th. 
Eight young women were also graduated from the Reynolds Memorial 
Hospital May 28th. That the Diocese is thus able to bless the sick and 
educate those who desire to care for the afflicted is a source of great 
gratification. A new Nurses Home has been built at the Sheltering Arms 
Hospital and many improvements made there and at the Reynolds Me- 
morial Hospital at a cost of nearly $20,000. As signs of progress these 
are very noteworthy events. 

All along the line there is a distinct note of encouragement and if we 
had the reports of the thirteen missions for which no accounting has 
been given , we feel sure we should be firmer in our desire to press on 
and meet ail the needs of the Diocese, both material and spiritual, con- 
fident that a greater victory will be ours.

The report of the Assessment Committee was taken up. 

The Rev. Mr. Mitchell moved that all speeches be limited to 
two minutes. This was amended by making the time five min- 
utes and adopted. 

The Rev. Mr. Beavin offered the following substitute for the 
Committee on Assessments. 

Resolved, that in place of the motion before the House the fol- 
iowing be substituted. 

That all assessments and apportionments for Episcopal and 
Contingent Fund, for Diocesan Missions and for General Missions, 
remain as last year. 

Mr. J. C. Brady moved the following. Adopted. 


Appended hereto is the report of the Assessment Committee showing 
the amount needed by the Diocese, equitably divided between the various 
parishes, for the support of Diocesan Missions. This is not an assessment 
but is a statement showing the amount required in the hope that none 
will give less than heretofore and that many of the Parishes will greatly 
increase their past contributions. 
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Mr. Ambler moved that the report of the Committee on Bishop 
Peterkin’s address be made the order of the day after fifteen 
minutes earried. 

Mr. C. A. Miller invited the Council to meet in Martinsburg 
next year. The invitation was accepted. : 

The Rey. H. B. Lee, Jr., reported as follows for the Committee 
on the World wide Preaching Mission. 


The Committee to which was referred so much of the Address of the 
Bishop Coadjutor as bears upon “the Call to the whole Church, issued by 
the Commission on a Nation-Wide Preaching Mission’’—submits the fol- 
lowing: 

This call presents the action of the last General Convention, reciting 
the demand for a revival of the prophetic ministry, and a re-emphasis 
upon the words of eternal truth; and reciting that a new accent needs 
to be placed upon the essential solidarity, and broad catholicity of a 
church that witnesses to faith and order; the Resolution is quoted that 
this church registers its desire and will, to undertake a preaching mis- 
sion of Nation-wide proportions, inclusive of the church at large, whose 
sole aim shall be, the salvation of men, through His name that is above 
every name. 

To this end, the Commission commends, (with such modifications as 
local conditions may require) that the authorities of each Diocese, take 
the following course: 

(a) That a Nation-wide preaching mission be undertaken for two 
weeks at the beginning of the approaching advent season. 

(b) .That the clergy and laity be convened, and that the Bishops ap- 
point loca] committees: 

1. Mission preachers and stations. 

2. Publicity and advertising. 

3. Ways and means. 

4. Mission literature. 

(d) That through a general exchange of diocesan and extra-diocesan 
clergy to supply missioners at strategic points. 

(d) Special services in every Parish, and the local clergy (where ex- 
changes are impracticable) conduct daily preaching services. 

(e) Pre-advent retreats be conducted for clergy and laity. 

Your Committee is aware that the plan outlined may not be practicable 
in every Parish in West Virginia, as to details; but we should not hold 
aloof from a movement of such commanding importance, intensified in 
power and effectiveness from the general observance, and union of en- 
deavor, throughout our land.

In these times so extraordinary and appalling, that horrors cease to 
surprise and upheavals are common, disaster and destruction have shaken 
foundations long deemed secure in secular affairs, and men’s faith in in- 
stitutions builded through centuries has proved vain.—May we not now 
bear a part, in restoring the inspiring vision of the Kingdom that is not 
of this world—unchanging and eternal? May not we help to turn men 
to the Prince of Peace and the Savior of Men—whose coming is salva- 
tion? 

* Without asking whether we are justified in standing aside, indifferent 
to any earnest and intelligent evangelizing endeavor, none can be incon- 
sistent in responding to this call of the general church. 

Your Committee recommends: 

1. That the Council approve the purpose and the plan of the Call. 

2. That the Clergy of the several Parishes and charges in this Dio- 
cese be requested to conduct preaching missions, at the beginning of the 
advent season, for two weeks, if practicable, conducting daily preaching 
services. 

3. That they make exchanges among themselves, or by exchange 
with extra Diocesan elergy, to supply missioners at strategic points. 

4, That the respective missions be advertised by notices in advance, 
from the pulpits, and through the lccal press. 


5. That a special committee of three be appointed by the Bishop Co- 
adiutor on ways and means generally, to suggest plans and arrangements. 
6. That the several vestries be, also, requested to provide for local 
arrangements under the guidance of their respective pastors; and that 
our people be entreated to co-operate in every way in this work.

The Rev. Dr. Moore for the Committee to which was referred 
Bishop Peterkin’s communication, made the followimg report 
which was unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 


Your Committee, to whom was referred the greeting of our beloved 
Bishop Peterkin to this Council, that some reply in some degree appro- 
priate might be prepared and submitted for approval, feel the absolute 
insufficiency of any words, which they can present, to give expression 
to the emotions, which fill all our hearts. 

When we recall the many years, during which his hand has guided 
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the work of the church in our midst and his wisdom has given direction 
to ail her operations—when we think of the tender sympathy, which has 
never failed, and of the wise counsel and generous help, which have been 
ever ready in our need—when we remember the toils, that knew no 
weariness, which through the years he has borne—shall we say with 
cheerfaillness? No, the word is far too weak!—with joy for us and for 
the sake of the Master, whom he served,—When we realize the complete- 
ness, with which he gave himself—the unswerving loyalty of his devotion 
to that service—counting all things but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus, our Lord, our hearts are full and words are 
but poor channels for the outflow of that which fills them. We seem 
to see again the brave form, which moved ever in the forefront of all 
our Struggles. We hear the cheery voice, which called us always to go 
forward. We read the hopeful heart and buoyant spirit, which has lived 
and loved and labored among us for a generation past and which has 
never feared failure in any undertaking for God’s glory. And, as we 
look and listen and read, we stand once again in his presence with 
heads uncovered and with loving hearts, and we give thanks to God that 
He has given him to us and spared him to us hitherto, and we pray that 
through His providential care he may be with us still for very many 
days to come. 

We do not ask of him that he shall work on our behalf any more. 
Our hope is that he will rest among us, as long, as God in his providence 
may spare him to us, and by his very presence bring a blessing upon 
us all. 

His name is to us a tower of strength, and it is the desire of all his 
people that he will permit us to keep it at the head of all our work. 
We wish to call him still our Bishop without any limiting term—not to 
say. “resigned” or “retired,’ but simply the Bishop of West Virginia. 

We, therefore, offer these resolutions: 

Resolved :— 

1. That it is the wish of his people throughout the Diocese, voiced 
through this Council, who speak with one mind and one heart, and ex- 
press the feeling, which all his people cherish, that he will grant us this 
privilege. And to this end we ask whether he cannot consent, at the re- 
quest of us all, to withrdraw the resignation, which he has forwarded 
to the Presiding Bishop of the Church, 

2. That we are unwilling to accept any farther sacrifice from him, and 
we, therefore, beg of him that he will permit us to decline to accept 
the surrender of an additional portion of his salary to that which many 
vears ago he so generously gave up in furtherance of the work. We 
beg to assure him that we believe that without this surrender on his 
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— 


part adequate provision can be made to relieve the increased burdens 
of our Bishop Coadjutor. 

3. That the Secretary be requested to send to our dear Bishop a 
copy of this paper, as our reply to his words of greeting to us, and with 
it, to assure him of our undying love and that our prayers shall be 
unceasing that God may bless him with His richest blessings in the 
heavenly places in Christ Jesus in this world and in that which is to 
come, and that he will always have him in His holy care and keeping.

The Committee on Constitution and Canons, to which was recommitted 
at the last Council (see Journal 1914, p. 49) a report submitted by them 
on the subiect of proportionate representation in the Council of the Dio- 
cese, respectfully report that in our judgment some change in our ex- 
isting law should be made. 

We recommend that Art. 3, Sec. 3 of the Constitution of the Diocese 
be changed, as follows: In the first sentence of the section omit al] fol- 
lowing the words “by lay delegates’ in line 4—and insert, as follows: 
“Hach shall be entitled to one such delegate. When in any parish or 
separate congregation the number of communicants shall exceed 100, it 
shall be entitled to (2) two, and when said number shall exceed 250, it 
shall be entitled to three (3) lay delegates.” 

The entire section, as amended, will then read: 

The Parishes, separate congregations and organized missions in union 
with the Council may be represented therein, subject to such conditions 
as may be imposed by Canon, by Lay Delegates. 

Each shall be entitled to one such delegate. When in any parish or 
separate congregation the number of communicants shall exceed 100, it 
shall be entitled to two (2), and when said number shall exceed 250, 
it shall be entitled to three (3) such delegates. 


Lay Delegates shall be male communicants, resident in the territory 
they represent, duly chosen as directed by Canon,

to introduce machinery of organization so elaborate in charac-

The Committee on Constitution and Canons, to whom was. referred 
a proposed change in Canon 11, Sec. 4, striking out the word “male” in 
the clause, which states the requirements for competency to serve as ves- 
trymen, is of the opinion that the proposed change is at the. present 
time inexpedient. We, therefore, offer the following: 

Resolved, that the Committee be discharged from further consideration 
of the subject, 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons, to which was re- 
ferred at the last Council (See Journal, 1914, p. 48) a resolution 
proposing an amendment to Canon 12, which would provide that 
the three oldest members in point of service should vacate office 
at the end of each official year, has considered the subject and 
is of opinion that this change in our law would be unwise and 
unnecessary. We submit these considerations: _ 


1. That in many of our parishes the number of persons qualified to 
serve in this office is so small that it would be difficult or impossible 
to enforce a general provision such as this. 

2. That under the present law it is easy for any parish to adopt this 
rule for its own governance, if it considers such a course expedient. 
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We, therefore, ask to be discharged from further consideration of this 
subject. 


Resolved that the Committee be discharged. 


The Rev. Mr. Douglas presented this report on Mr. Sands’ 
resignation. 


The Council of the Diocese of West Virginia has had laid before it . 
the resignation of Mr. Lawrence E. Sands as Treasurer of the Diocesan 
Missionary Society; the Fund for Widows, Orphans and Disabled Clergy 
and Religious and Theological Education.

Therefore, Be it resolved that this council urge upon the Clergy and 
Vestries throughout the Diocese the necessity of raising this sum during 
the next two years, and suggests the method of personally appealing to 
all members of their churches and missions to give to this fund a sum 
equal to their contribution for current expenses during the past fiscal 
year.

Your Committee has examined the reports of the Trustees of the Per- 
manent Fund, the Trustees of the Episcopal and Contingent Fund, and 
the Treasurer of the Diocese and found them to be correct and satisfac- 
tory. 

Of the Permanent Fund, we may add that we find all the securities in- 
tact and as represented in the report of the Trustees. We believe the 
investments to be sound, safe and secure. We have seen the lists of 
uncollectible, and unavailable pledges and contributions, which the Trus- 
tees desire to drop from the ostensible assets and we fully approve the 
cancellation of those items aggregating $789.50, showing the actual 
value of the fund, May 15, 1915, to be $40,837.15. We also recommend 
that an $85.00 note in the hands of the Treasurer of the Diocese be 
dropped as uncollectable. The list of the securities held by the Treasurer 
has been certified to be the letter appended to this report.

A Mission Connected with All Saints Union, 

There is little to report in regard to the work at St. Michael’s Church, 
Salt Sulphur Springs, W. Va. A service is held every other Sunday after- 
noon at 4 o'clock. The attendance is very good, averaging now about 
45 persons. T'wo laymen have organized a Sunday School with an enroll- 
ment of about 45 young people. There is a Bible Class of 18 young men. 
The Sunday Schoo] meets every Sunday afternoen at 3 o’clock. This 
work can only be carried on during the summer months, as the people 
come from two to five miles on foot to attend. In the fall, winter and 
early spring the roads are almost impassible for vehicles and impossible 
for foot travel. | : | 
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As to the Number of Baptized persons, it is impossible to report. Some 
have been, some have not and the majority do not know if they have 
or not. Ata rough estimate, we might say that there are 150 persons in 
connection with this work, but not one Communicant. We are being 
given valuable aid by both Methodist and Presbyterian friends, The 
funds received at the services so far have amounted to about $3.50. This 
has been used for leaflets, and to pay a man to care for the property, 
which is at present in good condition. There is no stove in the chapel 
and we need a new organ. The one we have is almost done for.

In Council Assembled. 


The following communication from Bishop Peterkin was read by 
Bishop Gravatt. It was referred to special committee appointed 
yesterday to report later: 


I cannot report any visitations to the 39th Annual Council. As is well 
known, my disability extending over two or three years has at last com- 
pelled me to resign my charge as Bishop of West Virginia, an action which 
reaches its consummation at the General Convention in St. Louis in 
October. I may say that the first thought of my friends was against my 
resignation, but I am convinced that reflection has made it appear that 
it was the proper and right thing to do. It was natural that sentiment 
should oppose such a step and I am not going to discuss it along this line, 
for I think we have all come to acquiesce in my decision as best for me 
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and best for the Diocese, and certainly this action on my part has given 
occasion for a remarkable expression of interest and affection for the 
Bishop and I cannot be too grateful for it. 

During the past two or three years I have been quite removed from the 
activities of the Diocese, but I have been sustained by the knowledge that 
all has been going well, and as has been notably shown in the last few 
months by the completion of the endowment fund, that the Diocese is 
increasing in power and prestige.. I thank God that He has thus made my 
sickness easier to bear, and that the outlook for the future is so encourag- 
ing. 

I desire to continue to live in Parkersburg and to this end trust that I 
can make some arrangement with the finance committee to rent the 
Episcopal Residence. 

I have nothing to say about the general conduct of affairs, there is no 
need for it, nor would it become me to enter into such discussion. 

Among the many causes for thankfulness, a review of these years dis- 
closes that not the least is that we have been so consistently of one mind 
in our ecclesiastical house. There can be no doubt but that there has 
been a great deal of unrest in the Church for the past few years. Care- 
less, and perhaps in some cases designing men, have brought in novelties 
that disturb our peace and not only so but effort is made to make it 
appear that they are according to the original constitution and usages 
of this Church. It is not claimed that every expression of doctrine and 
practice must be always and everywhere practically and exactly the same, 
but this at least may be said that in the exercise of our judgment and 
taste, we should always in all variable matters, preserve such conservative 
course, that while acting with a reasonable liberty, it may be evident that 
we are well within the limits which are expressed by the phrase “As this 
Church has received the same” and this Church must certainly mean that 
which is expressed in our present standards of doctrine and practice and 
ritual in the Book of Common Prayer. In these times of unrest the 
thought of our minds should be, not what can I teach or practice of these 
novelties that are so fascinating to many and yet so disturbing to the 
peace of the Church, but rather—giving up personal preference—how can 
I best walk in the old paths, so as to produce as little friction as possible | 
in our Church and at the same time promote harmony among all Christian 
people. I say among all Christian people for there can be no doubt that 
the novelties that so disturb our peace, tend to make a certain aloofness 
between ourselves and our Brethren of various names in the Churches 
about us, and so hinder the progress of the kingdom, and militate against 
the expression of unity. A wise self control in all such matters will go far 
to establish a good understanding with all Christian people. 

There are certain doctrines and practices which are now, with a con- 
siderable number, finding more or less favor, though they were undoubt- 
edly cast out of the English Liturgy and English Standards of doctrine 
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at the time of the Reformation. ‘“‘They are symptoms of an unrest created 
by an aggressive campaign to change the historic position of our Church 
by changing its name and by altering its formularies, or failing that, to 
read into the existing standards ideas which they were expressly framed 
to exclude.” For proof we may simply say that we do not find them in 
the Prayer Book. We should be on our guard against all approaches or 
imitations of these things, as disturbing to the peace of the Church and 
be content in these troublous times at least to follow the injunction “Stand 
ye in the ways, and see, and ask for the old paths, wherein is the good way, 
and walk therein.’ Our attitude towards these things is “As this Church 
has received the same” and we are to find how this Church has received 
the same by the testimony of the Book of Common Prayer. 

I ‘cannot close this address without saying again what is my deep sense 
of your consideration, for the 38 years of my ministry in West Virginia, 
and of your all too partial appreciation of my imperfect services. I pray 
God to bless you personally and officially. To grant that your future may 
be more blest than your past. And now brethren, I commend you to God 
and to the word of His grace, which is able to build you up, and to give you 
an inheritance among all them that are sanctified. 

With unabated interest in the Diocese and a sincere affection for its 
people, clergy and laity.

Bishop Gravatt then read his Address and Diary as follows: 
BISHOP GRAVATT’S ADDRESS. 


Once more, in the Providence of God, we have come together in this 
annual Council to review the work of the Diocese of the past year, and to 
form plans for larger and more aggressive work for the future. 

During the year every clergyman stood bravely at his post of duty— 
not one has left the Diocese, which has resulted in work efficiently and 
faithfully done. One new worker has been added to the force—coming 
to the Diocese from East Carolina. 

While we cannot report as many confirmed as last year, which was the 
largest number ever confirmed in the Diocese, it is gratifying to record 
the deep interest in the Church everywhere, and a deeper spiritual tone 
throughout the Diocese—much of which is due to the Missions held in 
most of the Parishes and Missions. 

The need above all others which the Diocese should realize is the great 
want for men in the Ministry. West Virginia is not furnishing its quota— 
most of our Churches and Missions would have closed if we could not find 
men given to the Ministry by other Dioceses. 
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If we may judge from the appeals for Clergymen which come from all 
parts of the Diocese, where the people have not had the privileges of the 
Church and her services, it would seem that the laity would realize the 
need for consecrated, well equipped men to lead the spiritual work in 
each community. But perhaps, with the appeal they do not appreciate 
the fact that the only source for these men to come from is, from the sons 
of our own families. 

It is to be feared that today success in life is measured too much by 
the amount of wealth one may be able to accumulate. The boys have their 
minds turned to that from earliest childhood. They hear it in the home, 
in the school, and as they grow up they see it as the conduct of the social 
life today. Consequently they fail to realize until too late that the fullest, 
the most successful life is the one which renders the largest service and 
the greatest good to the world. . 


There is a grave necessity that we should realize more than we do the 
need for men, and apply ourselves seriously to remedy the matter—by 
parents willing to give their sons and instead of letting the boys hear, as 
too often they do, unwise criticisms of the Ministry—call attention in 
the home to this high calling and the sacred duty of each boy to give it 
his serious and prayerful consideration in determining his mission in life— 
for all to be more earnest in prayer that God may put it into the hearts 
of many to hear His call for workers and to give themselves to His 
service. 


DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 


During the year I have visited not only all the Parishes, but all the 
Missions—except one Mission—and to some, where conditions required I 
have gone several times. For the one Mission not visited I made several 
appointments but each time was prevented from getting there. Many 
new places I should like to have gone to—but for want of time, that has 
been impossible. I look forward to getting to all such places during the 
summer. We have had but two places without a minister, but at these, 
services have been maintained. Rev. Mr. Cross goes to Keyser two Sun- 
days in the month. At Grafton the Rector of Christ Church, Clarksburg, 
has been in charge, and Archdeacon Chrisman has given frequent services. 
At St. Marys, the Rector of St. Pauls, Sistersville, has given services during 
the week, and the Archdeacon has also given services to St. Mary’s and 
Williamstown. There is only one vacancy at the present time and that 
one is provided for until September, when I hope to have it permanently 
filled. Among the new places I must. mention Logan, a growing town, 
where we have about thirty communicants. This has been visited by 
Archdeacon Chrisman and his report for work at this point is most 
encouraging. The people are asking for the Church and her services—the 
difficulty is, Logan is far from our other places and cannot be connected 
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with any. Huntington is the nearest point, but the Rector there has his 
hands full and cannot take this under his charge. We have not the money 
to put a man there, so, for the present, Archdeacon Chrisman must take 
it under his care, and give such services as he may be able to do. 

Cameron is another town which has been visited by the Rector of 
Trinity Church, Moundsville. There we have a number of communicants 
of the Church and a good opening for a Sunday School and services. The 
Church people at Beckley have bought the Methodist Church—This is 
under the charge of Rev. Mr. Brayshaw. Also at Eccles, where there is a 
Union Church, but arranged with a chancel for our services, the prospects 
are most: encouraging—this too is under Mr. Brayshaw. 

For fourteen years we have hoped for a Church of our own in Welch. 
At last the people have waked up to the necessity and are making plans 
to build a substantial Church this summer—We own a lot in Welch and 
have about $1600 invested. The congregation has raised over $1500, so 
the way seems clear for building. 

Owing to the extent of the work on the N. & W. and the need for more 
services and more pastoral care than one man can give—I am thinking of 
putting Welch and Williamson with the places in between together, and 
in that way dividing the territory. 

It has been thought best to rearrange some of the Missions in order to 
get more efficient service, and at the same time, to relieve the Diocesan 
Missionary Society of larger appropriation. Williamstown, St. Mary’s and 
Waverly have been connected with Ravenswood and Ripley, with Rev. 
G. H. Crook in charge. Under this pian he can give two Sundays a month 
—dividing the day between St. Mary’s and Williamstown—the largest 
missionary stipend paid in the Diocese has for years been given to 
Ravenswood and Ripley. Under this arrangement I hope to reduce it at 
least $400.00. ‘ 

The White Sulphur is now opened all the year with more guests in the 
fall, winter, and spring than during the summer. The request is made 
for a resident minister and the income from offerings during the past 
year seems to justify it and the White Sulphur and Oakhurst will be put 
together as soon as a minister can be secured. This will put Lewisburg. 
Ronceverte, Marlinton, and Clover Lick in another group. All are on the 
railroad and can be easily worked. Another group will be Union, Alder- 
son, and Fort Spring. A missionary appropriation will not be necessary 
this year. 

For sometime I have been considering the advisability of appointing 
another Archdeacon, and after conferring with the Missions Committee 
and the three Convocations, which have given their hearty endorsement, 
I have determined to appoint Rev. J. T. Carter, with headquarters at 
Grafton.. My reasons for this are that Archdeacon Chrisman has more 
than he can do without seriously jeopardizing his health—also because 
there are so many places where we ought to be doing aggressive work 
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which we cannot touch with our present force. In the growing towns 
from Clarksburg to Parkersburg, we are doing nothing, in all these places 
where we have communicants. On the N. & W. and on the Virginian there 
is work to be done, but we have neither the money to put men in all these 
places nor are the men to be found; but with another Archdeacon we can 
keep in touch and organize the work, costing only the salary of one man 
instead of at least three men. I have been already promised most of the 
salary for the new Archdeacon. It is gratifying to know the assessments 
for Diocesan Missions have been over paid, as will be seen from the 
treasurer’s report. Only a few places have failed to recognize their 
responsibility to the Diocese. Several parishes have paid the assessment 
proposed by the Committee last year. The treasurer reports only a small 
balance on hand to meet payments during the summer when nothing 
comes in for Diocesan Missions; the parishes until after September, are 
busy trying to complete their apportionment for General Missions. It 
will be absolutely necessary to keep up the Sustentation Fund until the 
Endowment of the Permanent Fund is paid in. 


PENSION FUND. 


The Council last June decided to accept the plan for the Pension Fund, 
but owing to the effort to raise a larger sum for the Permanent Fund, the 
Diocese has been unable to do anything for the $5,000,000 accrued liabili- 
ties fund, upon which the whole scheme is based. It is encouraging to 
know that more than one-half of this sum has been raised, and with the 
interest manifested throughout the whole Church, there is strong hope by 
those in charge that the whole amount will be raised. This is the largest 
undertaking the Church has ever faced and this Diocese will want, I am 
sure, to do its part. All effort in this matter has been postponed up to 
this time as the Committee did not feel justified in appealing to the 
Diocese so soon after the generous response for the Permanent Fund. 
But now the time has come when something must be done. We have an 
endowment for the disabled clergy fund of $12,000—I am informed, the 
Trustees of the Pension Fund, when it is completed—will, if the Diocese 
turns over to the $5,000,000 fund, this endowment, they will take care of 
all our beneficiaries—I suggest that the Council direct the Trustees of 
the Disabled Clergy, widows and orphans fund to turn over to the Pension 
Fund when it is completed the endowment of $12,000 with the under- 
standing that they will take over all beneficiaries. Also that the Com- 
mittee of which Mr. B. Walker Peterson is Chairman be requested to try 
to increase this to at least $20,000. There are many people who realize 
the great necessity for the Pension Fund and are deeply interested in see- 
ing it put into successful operation, and will contribute liberally. I trust 
some action may be taken in the matter. 
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PERMANENT FUND. 


I am anticipating the report of the Committee appointed at the last 
Council on the Permanent Fund, but I cannot refrain from expressing my 
pleasure in the result of their work and the remarkable response on the 
part of the Diocese. The ease with which it was completed was most 
gratifying to the Committee and to the whole Diocese. There cannot be 
too much credit given to the Committee for their careful and faithful work 
and to Mr. J. C. Brady who volunteered to go to the various centers to 
present the cause, which he did in a most telling and acceptable way. 
The thanks of the Diocese are due Mr. Brady for his unselfish interest in 
the whole work. The completion of this fund is another evidence of the 
strong affection which the people of the Diocese will always have for 
Bishop Peterkin, and their wish to show appreciation for the long years of 
hard, faithful, and self-sacrificing work which he has given to make the 
Diocese what it is. This is another expression on the part of the Diocese 
to let him see the completion of a work he began years ago. 


HOSPITALS. 


The Sheltering Arms and Reynolds Memorial Hospitals have both done 
during the past year the largest work in their history. At a meeting of 
the Board of the Sheltering Arms Hospital held on the 23d of May the 
reports showed during the past year 2,300 patients had been treated—an 
average of 88 a day. When the Hospital was rebuilt in 1908 it was thought 
it would be large enough to meet all demands for the future—the fact is 
we are often overcrowded now. The Hospital really needs more ward 
space, and rooms for private patients. This speaks for itself as to the 
way it commends itself to the people, and the results of the work, as shown 
by the officers in charge accounts for and justifies the confidence of the 
people. 

The Reynold’s Memorial is not situated in the coal field as the Sheltering 
Arms and has not the large territory to draw from, and yet that has been 
full most of the time—and has never done so large a work as during ths 
past year—the number of patients treated were 721. 


St. HILDA’S HALL. 


Last September, St. Hilda’s Hall in Charles Town was opened by Miss 
Maria Pendleton Duval, the former principle of Stuart Hall, Staunton, Va. 
Miss Duval brought to the school a strong faculty and opened a school of 
which the Diocese has a right to be proud. For scholastic training, for 
wholesome influence, it stands first among schools. The school building 
is most attractive, and the home life should commend itself to those who 
have daughters to send to school. I give St. Hilda’s my unqualified 
' \ndorsement.

The Rev. Mr. Beavin from the committee on the consolidation of 
the funds of the Diocese, made a lengthy report, which on motion of 
Mr. Brady was received with thanks and laid on the table. 

Rey. H. B. Lee, Jr., presented the following report on the Nation- 
Wide Preaching Mission which was accepted by the Council. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE NATION-WIDE 
PREACHING MISSION. 


The Committee on the Nation-Wide Preaching Mission, beg leave to 
submit the following: 

Immediately after the adjournment of the last Council the committee 
began an active campaign to bring the Preaching mission to the atten- 
tion of the clergy and laity of the Diocese. This was done by means of 
personal letters to the clergy, through the convocations, and through the 
columns of The Church News. Our efforts met with a prompt response 
on the part of both, and we are able to report that our records show that 
Missions were held in forty-three parishes and missions representing a 
combined communicant list of 4,112. The total number of communicants 
reported in the last Journal is 6,493. We are not sure that forty-three 
represents the total number of missions held, as we are not sure that all 
missions were reported. 

Most of the work was done by the Diocesan clergy, as only eight missions 
were held by men from outside of the Diocese. Archdeacon Chrisman 
reports having ten. 

- Most of the Missions lasted from five days to two weeks, with one week 
as the usual length of time. 

An attempt was made to get an expression of opinion from the clergy, 
as to the results of the work, but modesty or something else prevented 
any real response to our request as made through the Church News.

However as well as the committee can learn, the results were two fold. 
First as to the Missioners themselves. In every case of which we are 
informed, they found that they were stimulated along spiritual lines. 

Secondly as far as the parishes are concerned, the results are not very 
definite. That it has been a time of spiritual refreshment, there seems 
no doubt. Always we hear of a deepening of the spiritual tone of the 
congregation, in many instances of an increased attendance at services, 
but not many seem to have been led to confirmation. 

On the whole however, your committee are of the opinion that the 
Diocese has been much benefitted by this work all along the line, and 
believes that the effects will be felt for many years to come. 

Having made our report, and the need of our services being at an end 
we respectfully request to be discharged.

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Moore, the Rev. Dr. Kennedy was asked 
to read the following report of the Theological Seminary: 


REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
SEMINARY IN VIRGINIA. 


In accordance with the direction of the Board of Trustees and with the 
permission of the Bishops of this Diocese and the members of this Council, 
the Faculty of the Protestant Episcopal Theological Seminary in Va. beg 
leave to present to the Diocese of West Virginia its annual report. 

(1) In the course of the Session 1915-1916, there have been in attend- 
ance at the Seminary a total of 46 students, representing 20 Dioceses and 
Missionary Jurisdictions, the distribution being as follows: 

Virginia, 11; Southern Va., 4; Maryland, 4; East Carolina, 3; North 
Carolina, 3; Alabama, 2; Harrisburg, 2; Idaho, 2; Kansas, 2; Kentucky, 
2; Tennessee, 2; W. Va., 1; Arkansas, 1; Kyoto, 1; Lexington, 1; N. Y., 1; 
North Texas, 1; Penn., 1; Pittsburg, 1; S. Dakota, 1. These students, 
drawn from widely separated sections of the country and with very 
various backgrounds, have pursued their studies, as a rule, with fidelity 
and with a fair degree of success. 19 men, by graduation or by completion 
of special courses, will terminate their academic connection with the 
Seminary at the end of this session. 

(2) The Education Society has aided during the past year 42 students 
at the Seminary, 1 at William and Mary College, 1 at Roanoke College, 
and has supplemented the stipends of 2 Skinner Scholarships at the 
University of Va. Since the number of men at the Seminary has remained 
near that of last year, the deficit noted in last year’s report has continued. 
that deficit has amounted this year to $2,000.00, and to remove it the 
Reserve Fund of the Society has been utilized. That Fund, however, is 
now entirely exhausted and an increase of approximately $2,000.00 in the 
receipts of the Society will be necessary next year if the ee: numbers 
and stipends are to be maintained. 
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During the past academic year, 14 students have been maintained at the 
University of Va. on the Skinner Foundation. A Committee of the Educa- . 
tion Soc. endeavors to keep in close touch with these men, receiving from 
the University authorities regular reports on their academic standing, 
visiting them from time to time and advising them in their selection of 
courses. It is recognized that the body of men holding these scholar- 
ships occupies a somewhat conspicuous position at the University, and 
therefore exercises considerable influence, good or bad, on the attitude of 
other students towards the ministry and towards the Church in general. 
It is therefore especially important that the retention of the scholarships 
should be conditional on the attainment of a fair level of scholarship and 
the exercise of an excellent personal influence by the beneficiaries. We 
are glad to be able to say that during the past year the work done by these 
men has usually been good and in some cases has reched a very high 
degree of excellence indeed. The appointments for the next academic 
year will be made early in June, and applications should be made as 
speedily as possible to the Education Society. 

In this connection ‘the Faculty would beg leave to call attention to the 
great importance of adequate academic preparation of students intending 
to enter the Seminary. This is a desideratum equally from the point of 
view of teacher and student. In a class of which one-half of the men 
are university and college graduates, one-third men of fair education, and 
one-third wholly unprepared, the problem of teaching becomes extraordi- 
narily difficult. A course that stimulates and satisfies the well-trained 
men becomes wholly unintelligible to those whose training is defective. 
The student, on the other hand, is distressed by finding himself set to 
impossible tasks and introduced to subjects the very terms of which are 
beyond his comprehension. And if the church at the end receives a 
minister whose training is something short of that which is desired, it is 
usually to the preliminary training that we must look for the reason. 

The need of such thorough preliminary education, in order to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of Seminary work, is growing year by year with the 
development of the Seminary curriculum. As the Curriculum is enriched 
and new specialized subjects are introduced, it becomes increasingly neces- 
sary to assume a good deal of knowledge on the part of the student. A 
course in Philosophy of Theism must necessarily assume some knowledge 
of the History of Philosophy; a course in Christian Sociology some knowl- 
edge of general economic problems. And the very enrichment of the 
course makes it impossible for the student to supplement his training 
after he comes to the Seminary. The Faculty feel that the situation 
requires them to enforce more strictly the entrance requirements as set 
down in the catalogue, and in the Church Canons, and to insist on the 
withdrawal for further preparation of those who show themselves con- 
spicuously unable to pursue with profit their theological studies. 

In accordance with the action of the Board of Trustees, the study of 
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Hebrew will from this time forward be made optional for those dispensed 
from this language by their Bishops, and as a substitute therefor, elective 
courses will be offered, leading to the Seminary degree. These courses 
will be as follows: 


JUNIOR CLASS.—Contemporary History of the Old Testament. Two 
hours a week for one term. 

Historical and Comparative Religions. Two hours a week for two 
terms. 

The Wisdom Literature of the Old Testament. Two hours a week for 
one term. 


MIDDLE CLASS.—New Testament Theology. Two hours a week for 
one term. 
New Testament Greek.—Two hours a week for one term. 


SENIOR CLASS.—Christian Movements in the Ninteenth Century. Two 
hours a week for one term. 

The Church as a Social Organism; the Practical Application of Christian 
forces and principles in the Parish and the Community. Three hours a 
week for one term. 

All of these courses must be elected and successfully pursued by the 
student dispensed from Hebrew in order to receive the diploma of gradua- 
tion, and to qualify for the degree of Bachelor of Divinity. In recent 
years not more than one-third of the men have been taking Hebrew, with 
the result first that a very small number of the students have been eligible 
for graduation, and, second, that an inadequate amount of work has been 
provided for the remainder. It is hoped that the new arrangement will 
remove both of these conditions and will at the same time appreciably 
enrich the preparation of the men for the ministry. And it may be noted 
in passing that the future availability of the degree to the majority of the 
students puts the Faculty under bond to stiffen both the entrance require- 
ments and the examinations in order to guard that degree more effectively. 

Concluding, the Faculty of the Seminary presents its greetings to this 
Council; and begs to assure it of our continued effort to preserve un- 
changed the characteristic spirit and traditions of the Seminary and at the 
same time to maintain its efficiency by adapting it to the changing condi- 
tions of each successive generation. It is our conviction that the outlook 
for its continued and growing usefulness was never brighter.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


Your committee begs leave to report that the continued efforts to bring 
about an increase in the Diocesan Offerings for Religious and Theological 
Education of West Virginia Students, receiving aid from the Virginia 
Education Society, has not met with the success it had expected. While 
in the previous year 24 places contributed $421.48, the same number gave 
during the past year $310.69. 

As we have 80 parishes and mission-stations, the result shows that in 
56 of these no effort was made to give the people a chance to contribute 
their share to this most important fund. Three years ago the Council 
decided that a minimum sum of $500.00 should be raised for this purpose. 
The two principal reasons for not reaching this amount are: 

1, The several additional demands for financial aid made during the 
past year. 

2. The conflict in the time assigned for taking the offering. Our 
Canon 8 designates Ash-Wednesday for taking the offering for Religious 
and Theological Education. As in a number of stations no service can 
necessarily be held on that day, this was amended two years ago to read: 
“Ash-Wednesday and on as many days in Lent as feasible.” The Virginia 
Education Society has suggested that the offering be taken on the third 
Sunday in Advent; but we consider this an unfavorable time because of 
the nearness of Christmas with its special offering and many other local 
demands as well as because of the efforts made in our Diocese during 
Advent to raise the contributions for Diocesan Missions in the Sunday 
Schools. Thus it may be that on account of the uncertainty of a definite 
time this offering went by default. We question whether the resolution 
adopted two years ago, to the effect that every member of the clergy 
should make an announcement on the Sunday before Ash-Wednesday that 
such an offering is to be taken, has been carried out in very many places. 
Not only should the people be prepared for it in advance, but if they are 
told something of the needs to encourage young men to enter the ministry, 
and of our debt to the Virginia Education Society, we feel sure that the 
laity will be more generous in this regard.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION FOR THE INCREASE 
OF THE PERMANENT FUND. 


The Commission for the Increase of the Permanent Fund was appointed 
by the Thirty-eighth council of the diocese, with instructions to devise 
ways and means of raising sixty thousand dollars, and with power to act. 
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We are glad to report that through the splendid co-operation of bishops, 
clergy, and laity the goal set before us has been attained. 

The campaign was inaugurated at a gathering of clergy and laity on 
February 24th, 1916, in the city of Wheeling. At that meeting it was 
decided to carry out a systematic canvass of the diocese through local 
committees of laymen in each parish and mission. The hope was unan- 
imously expressed that the amount might be pledged in time to make 
announcement of the fact on Bishop Peterkin’s birthday, March 21st. 
The work was accordingly begun at once. The local committees im- 
mediately became active. Mr. J. C. Brady of Wheeling, as the personal 
representative of the central commission, visited the larger centers 
throughout the diocese, and assisted the local committees in carrying out 
their plans. By March 21st the fund was practically in hand, and a tele- 
gram was sent to Bishop Peterkin on that day apprising him of the fact.

About seven thousand dollars in cash has been paid in to the Trustees 
up to date. The rest is in the form of pledges, the payments on which will 
extend over a period of five years from July 1st, 1916. Therefore it must 
be remembered that the fund will not be really available for five years. 

The Diocese of West Virginia is to be congratulated upon the spirit of 
unity with which her sons and daughters have labored at this great com- 
mon task. A debt of gratitude is owing to the clergy, but also, and 
especially, to the laity for their ungrudging support. It has been a lay- 
men’s movement from the first. 

Your Commission hereby records its especial thanks to Mr. J. C. Brady 
whose unselfish and untiring labors have been invaluable. 

We extend our personal thanks also to all those who have so loyally 
supported us in this undertaking.

Whereas there is an encouraging prospect that the movement for the 
creation of “The Church Pension Fund” in the general church will be 
brought to a successful issue by the raising of the $5,000,000 needed to 
meet the accrued liabilities of any pension system; and 


Whereas the assurance has been given that upon the successful establish- 
ment of this fund provision will be made out of it for the payment of such 
sums as the Diocese may then be obligated to pay to such pensioners as 
may then be beneficiaries of the fund for aged and disabled clergy and 
the widows and orphans of deceased clergymen of W. Va.; and 


Whereas this Pension Fund will absorb and take the place of the General 
Clergy Relief Fund, established by the General Convention and referred 
to in Canon 16 of the Diocesan Canons of W. Va.; now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, that upon the completion of said effort to raise said fund 
of $5,000,000 and upon the receipt of assurances, satisfactory to them, 
that such provision will be made for the said pensioners of this Diocese, 
then “the Trustees of the Aged Clergy Fund” of the Diocese are authorized 
and empowered to transfer to the proper representative of “The Church 
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Pension Fund” the entire amount held by them under the present Canons 
of W. Va., or the securities in their hands representing said fund. 


The Rev. Mr. Meyers read the following recommendations from the 
General Board of Religious Education. On motion they were ordered 


to be printed in the Journal: 

1. There shall be a Diocesan Board of Religious Education, subject to 
the Convention, the duty of which shall be to promote religious and moral 
education in this diocese. 

2. The members of the Board shall be the Bishop of the Diocese, the 
Bishop Coadjutor, and the Suffragan, if there be such, ex-officio; three 
persons to be appointed annually by the Bishop, and three clergymen and 
three laymen to be elected by the Convention. 

3. The Board shall hold at least two meetings each year. At its first 
meeting it shall select from its elected members one clergyman and one 
layman to serve for one year, one clergyman and one layman to serve for 
two years, and one clergyman and one layman to serve for three years. 
Each Convention thereafter shall elect one clergyman and one layman to 
serve for three years, to take the place of those whose terms of Office 
shall have expired. The Board shall elect its own officers. 

4. The Board shall have power to adopt such measures as shall be 
necessary for promoting the objects for which it is created and for co- 
operating with the Provincial and General Boards of Religious Education. 

5. The Board shall annually present to the Diocesan Convention an 
estimate of the amount needed for the work of the Board during the ensu- 
ing year, and shall report the apportionment asked for by the General and — 
Provincial Boards and advise as to how they may be met. 


The Diocesan Convention shall determine how this amount, or such an 
amount as the Convention may approve, shall be provided. 


6. The Board shall report annually to the Diocesan Convention.

The above report is encouraging. There was another gain in the 
Advent offering, although a loss in the Lenten offering. 

During the year a new Sunday School Institute was organized, known 
as the Parkersburg-Marietta Institute. A Sunday School Banner Contest 
was organized with the purpose of encouraging attendance and perfection 
in the knowledge of the Church Catechism. The interest in this contest 
was considerable, in view of the fact that it embraced only four months 
of the parochial year. The banner was won by Zion Church School. This 
school had fourteen scholars pass perfect examinations on the Catechism, 
which represented 12.10 per cent of its average attendance. 

On the whole we feel that the Sunday School work of the Diocese has 
progressed, and is in a better condition than it was last year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


The Committee on the state of the Church respectfully submits the 
following report after consulting the records of the various parishes and 
missions in the Diocese, and also other documents bearing upon the life 
and work of the Church during the past Conciliar year. 

Baptized persons. We have now 11,157 baptized persons in the Diocese 
as against 10,604 of a year ago, showing a net gain of 553. This indicates 
the reception of many from other dioceses, as actual baptisms made during 
the year are 362 as against 466 of a year ago, showing a shrinkage of 104. 
While we deplore the fact that the number of baptisms is less this year 
than last, we take encouragement from the fact that those coming from 
other dioceses are showing their loyalty to the Church by promptly and 
officially identifying themselves with the Church in their various parishes. 
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Confirmations. During the year there have been confirmed 305 as 
against 488, showing a shrinkage of 185. Several spring confirmations 
have for various reasons been postponed until after reports for past year 
were made, so the reports for next year will doubtless be more encouraging. 

Marriages. There have been 131, a loss of one. We hope that this will 
be more than made up next year. 

Burials. Reports show 229, a gain of 14. As the clergy are constantly 
called upon to bury others than their own members this may simply be an 
indication of their spreading influence, rather than a greater loss of 
Church members by death. 

Communicants. We have now in the Diocese 6,803 as against 6,488 of 
a year ago, showing a net gain of 315. From this we also take courage 
as we look into the future. 

Sunday Schools. In this we find our greatest disappointment, for there 
is reported a net loss of 7 teachers and 99 scholars, the former being as to 
numbers 468 against 475, and the latter 3,683 against 3.782. 

But numbers are not the only important factor, and set over against 
this loss we find the scholars and teachers working heart and soul for the 
spread of the kingdom, and evidencing the fact by their splendid offerings 
for that purpose, their total offerings for the year amounting to $5,445.49. 

Financial Report. Owing to the fact that Bluefield has sent in no 
report, it is impossible to give a correct tabulation of this. With this 
item, (which judging from former yearly reports would be over $4,000.00) 
we should make more than an even break compared with last year. There 
is reported raised by the congregations themselves $115,063.00 as against 
$119,374.20 a year ago. 

The “current expenses” and “parochial” show $8,955.74 less spent, but 
gifts to the Diocesan and Extra-diocesan funds show an increase of 
$4,019.18 above those of last year. This shows more than usual generosity 
on the part of parishes and individuals, for which we thank God. 

Permanent Fund. The appeal for $60,000.00 to complete this fund has 
met with more than liberal responses and the $60,000.00 has been slightly 
over subscribed. If the interest from sums already paid in, and to be paid 
in during the five ensuing years be reinvested instead of being used, it will 
doubtless take care of the natural shrinkage owing to death and other 
causes. 

Hospitals. The reports from both the Sheltering Arms and the Reynolds 
Memorial Hospital prove their increasing value to both Diocese and State, 
and the wisdom of the founders, and the efficiency of those in charge, and 
the generosity of all those who support them. 

Saint Hilda’s Hall. While not a Diocesan Institution, we feel that this 
splendid school should not be passed over without mention. Its welfare 
is a matter of importance, and we bespeak a generous patronage on the 
part of our people and friends. 

Pension Fund. Owing to the vast amount of work and the large sum 
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asked for and subscribed to the increase of the Permanent Fund, it has 
been impossible up to this time, for us to take our proper place in the 
raising of our just proportion of the $5,000,000.00 needed for “accrued 
liabilities”. Half of this sum has been already raised without our help. 
With her usual generosity W. Va. will want to do her fair share. This 
, should be taken up as early as possible—not later than the Fall, when our 

people will have returned from their summer vacations. We must not 
lose sight of the fact that shortly the parishes and missions will be called 
upon for their annual assessment for this fund and the matter of the 
“accrued liability’ should be attended to before the assessment commences 
to be levied. 

It is the sense of your committee that the matter of turning over the 
Diocesan Disabled Clergy Fund to the Pension Fund be dealt with at this 
Council, in accordance with the suggestion of Bishop Gravatt as expressed 
in his address given to this Council. 

Your Committee looks back upon the work of the past year with deepest 
thankfulness to “The giver of all good gifts’ for His many mercies, not 
least among them being that of the hearty cooperation of Bishops, clergy, 
and laity in all good works. With this record it looks forward in faith 
and hope to the future, knowing that “The arm of the Lord is not 
shortened”, “that His compassions fail not, that they are new every morn- 
ing” and that “Jesus Christ is the same, yesterday, and today, and forever”.

We think that care should be taken in drafting a suitable Canon and 
placing it in its proper sequence in the body of the Canons, and are 
fearful that n the haste of the concluding hours of the Council this 
could not be exercised. 

We, therefore, offer these resolutions: 

1. That in the “Rules of Order”, and in the “Order of Business” in the 
openings pages of the Journal there be inserted, as a provision for the 
needs of the next session of the Council, instead of the present require- 
ment for a Committee on the Episcopal and the Permanent Funds, this: 
“A Committee on Finance, consisting of two clergymen and three laymen.” 

2. That the said resolutions remain in the hands of the Committee on 
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Constitution and Canons, who are directed to prepare and present to this 
Council at its next session a Canon providing for this Committee.

Your Committee on the Episcopal and Permanent Fund respectfully beg 
leave to report that they have compared the report of the Trustees of 
this fund as to the investments and reinvestments of the funds under their 
control with the statement of the Central Trust Co. as to the securities in 
their hands and find the same correct. 

In the judgment of this committee it would be particularly gratifying 
to the Church in the diocese and to all the officials concerned if an expert 
examination and report were made of the several funds together with all 
vouchers and evidences of investments by a public accountant and that 
the cost of the same be paid for from the contingent fund of the diocese. 

We have compared the vouchers of the Widows and Orphans and Dis- 
abled Clergy Fund and of the Episcopal and Contingent Fund and find 
the same correct. The balances of these funds being confirmed by the 
various banks. 

We recommend that the following resolution be accepted and adopted 
by the Council: 
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Resolved: That all funds of the Diocese shall be kept invested in 
securities approved by the Insurance Department of the State of West 
Virginia for the investment funds of life insurance companies, or by the 
Courts of this State for the investment of trust funds; and the Treasurer 
of any such fund is prohibited from paying out money for any investment 
until the same shall have been submitted to each member of the Board of 
Trustees and approved in writing by a majority thereof and either by the 
Chancellor of the Diocese, or other legal adviser who may be selected by 
the Trustees.

Saturday, June 6TH, 1916.

The Rev. Dr. Moore for the committee made this report: 

The Executive Committee of the Diocesan Society begs leave to submit 
the following formal report of work during the year. Many details of the 
work have been discussed during the present session of Council and at 
present it seems unnecessary to do more than summarize the main items 
of the activities of the Society. ; 

During the year contributions to our work, including the offerings of the 
Sunday Schools, has amounted to $7,341.93. This has been supplemented 
by the sum of $1,500. With a balance of $294.44 in hand at the end of 
the last year we have thus had a total of $9,136.37 for our work. Dis- 
bursements have been $8,057.08, leaving a balance of $1,085.29, which has, 
however, already been reduced by the payment of the stipends for the 
month of May to the extent of about $600. During the year twenty-two 
men have received assistance from this fund, all of whom with one excep- 
tion are still at work in the Diocese and with two exceptions still bene- 
ficiaries of the Society. 

Re-adjustments of several fields will, however, materially affect the 
appropriations for their benefit during the coming year. These have been 
sufficiently indicated in the Bishop’s address. The total amount needed 
for the immediate work of the Society will not be less for the reason, how- 
ever, but rather is it to be said that our necessities grow constantly greater 
and more pressing. 

The prayer that “‘the Lord of the Harvest” would send forth the laborers 
into His harvest has met through many years with gracious response from 
Him, to whom it has been addressed. Can we not also hope that the 
earnest prayer that He will put it into the hearts of His people to plan 
large and liberal things for His glory and to support them by generous 
offerings for His work may meet with like abundant blessing, and that He 
may put into all our hearts an earnest purpose to press onward and 
upward to the accomplishment of yet greater things for the spread of His 
Kingdom and for the glory of His service. 

600 copies of the Journal were ordered to be printed. 

The usual honorarium was granted to the Sexton of the Church. 

The Rev. Mr. Boogher offered the following which was unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved: That it is the wish of this C'’cuncil to express to the Rector, 
Vestry and Choir and Congregation of Trinity Church, Martinsburg, our 
thanks and appreciation of their delightful hospitality so greatly enjoyed 
by us during this session of the Council, and to the Principal of St. 
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Hilda’s Hall, and the ladies of Zion Church, Charles Town, for their 
thoughtful consideration of our pleasure and comfort on Wednesday after- 
noon and to the press of the city for fair and accurate reports. 


The Rev. Mr. Ware offered the following. On motion the Secretary 
was instructed to send a copy of the resolution to the Bishop of 
Pittsburg : 

Resolved: That the Deputies of West Virginia are instructed to use 
their efforts to have inserted in the Prayer for clergy and people in the 
Morning and Evening Prayer a petition, that Gold would send forth 
laborers into the harvest.
